HOSPITAL SHIP RELIEF. 


She Sailed To-Day on Her Long Voy- 
age to Manila. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—The United 
States hospital ship’ Relief passed out from 
Quarantine to-day on her long voyage to 
Manila by way of the Suez Canal, with the 
expectation of arriving at her destination 
about April 20. The Relief is loaded with 
medical supplies enough for an army of 
25,000 men for a year, 16 water filters and 
cots and equipments for a 500-bed hospital. 
The Relief is commanded by Capt. Hard- 
ing, and the expedition is in charge of Maj. 
A. F. Bradley. A number of medical off'- 
cers and eight women nurees accompany 
Maj. Bradley.

MANY WITNESSES TESTIFIED 1N 
REBUTTAL. 


Probability That the Famous Murder 
Case Will Not Reach the Jury 
Before the First of 
Next Week.

The usual crowd was in attendance at 
the Allgaier trial when Deputy Sheriff 
Campbell called for order Friday morning. 

But little time was wasted in prelimina- 
ries and the fury and defendant were 
brought out. The defendant Smiled when 
he entered the courtroom and nodded 
Pleasantly to the newspaper representa- 
tives as he passed the press table. He 
took hia seat by his attorney's side and 
Sat more erect than usual. He chewed 
gum and talked more freely to his attor. 
neys than on any day since the trial be- 
gan. 

The State commenced with its rebuttal 


testimony, but had difficulty in obtaining 


an opening. 

The State's counsel think It will occupy 
all of Friday with the introduction of re- 
buttal testimony. 


Before court opened Friday morning Gov. 
Johnson walked up the main aisle with his 


usual dignified and stately tread. His face 
was solemn and he looked neither to the 
right nor the left. 

“Dutch Fred,.’’ the Four Courts newsboy, 
was in the courtroom vending his papers,

son and Col, Martin,”’ the boy shouted. 
“Papers! All about the big fight.’

Telephone Wires Had Been 
. Cutand Carried Away. 


ARREST MADE IN HALF AN HOUR. 


SYSTEM BY WHICH COMPANIES 
ARE PROTECTED. . 


, 


Rapid Ride Out of East St. Louis by 
Officers and Linemen, and the 
Immediate Return With the 
Wire and a Suspect. 


The. long distance telephone companies 
operating out of St. Louis captured a man 
early Friday morning who is supposed to 
have-been grow !ng rich by systematically 
stealing copper wire off of telephone poles 
since September last. 

John Bridges of East St. Louls was the 
man captured, He was stopped on the Col- 
linsville road, about six miles from East 


St. Louis, while driving a buggy in which 
he had anhout ) pounds of copper wire. 

Bridges wore linemen’s pole climbers and 
carriea wire-cuttere and piyers -n his pock- 
ets. Shortly after Bridges was interrupted 
on the road, the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Co. wire between St. Louis and 
Collinsville, ll... “broke down;’’ that is, a 
telephone connection could not be had be- 
tween the two points. The amount of wire 
in Bridges’ buggy corresponded with the 
amount found to oe missing from the poles 
when an examination was made later.* 

The arrest of Bridges was the result of a 
system of protection against wire thieves, 
from which there is no escape, and which 
was recently perfected Dy -the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., the Union 
Telephone Co. and the Bell Telephone Co., 
wh@ are jointly interested, 

The fact that the American wire had been 
cut somewhere between East St. Louis and 
Collinsville, IIL, was Known to the men on 
guard at the office of the Bell Telepnone 
Co. at Ninth and Olive sts., within 15 min- 
utes,.at the latest,-after the cut was made, 
and possibly in the same instant that the 
thief’s nippers severed the wire. 

Within another quarter of an hour two 
sets of officers and employes of the trio o! 
telephone companies were driving in bug- 
gies ata gallop from East St. Louis to in- 
tercept the thief. It was impossible for the 
thief to escape capture unless he should de- 
- pi his plunder and cut across country on 
oot, 

Had the man chosen to operate a mile or 
two outside of Chicago or near Kansas 
City, or over in the vicinity of Indianapolis 
the Ag oye ver ae, Seen the same—he 
would have b capture " ae ws 

every foot o rea aed hy the three com- 
panies is guarded as thoroughly as the 12 
miles between East St. Louis and Collins- 
ville. The watch system is operated from 
the Bell office In St. Louls over 1000 miles 
of telephone line, which connects St. Louis. 
Kansas City, Indianapolis and Chicago. 

The foundation of the system !s a test 
of the wires, made every 15 minutes dur- 
ing the night. The central office of the 
long distance company is at Madison, I[)]. 
The operators there test the wires by 
calling up every station at the end of a 
line. Whena station does not answer. after 
repeated calls, the men in charge of the 
system at St. Louis are notified of the 
fact by telephone. 

Friday morning the man on watch in 
St. Louis was notified at 1 o’clock that Col- 
linsville did not answer over the line usual- 
ly used and that the operator had answered 
and the line was in working order at 12:45. 

The man on watch at St. Louls immedi- 
ately telephoned the police at East St. 
Louis that a wire had been cut between 
there and Collinsville. and asked that the 
plan formerly arranged be put in execution 
at once. 

Two telephone employes, who have been 
rooming near the police station to be close 
at hand for a case like that of Thursday 
night were awakened. 

Officers and telephone men jumped 
into two buggies, with horses hitched, that 
had been in readiness at a nearby livery 
stable eince early in the evening, and 
lashed the horses to top speed. They fol- 
lowed the same route, east on the Collins- 
ville road for about half a mile, where one 
vehicle turned into a cross-road for Madi- 
son. 

When the other buggy was nearing the 
hamlet of Mounds, Sergt. Church, who was 
driving, heard the clatter of horses’ hoofs 
approaching. The sees’ buggy was 
drawn to one side of the road. The Ser- 
geant stepped out.

Indianapolisg Boy Discovered 
by St. Lowis Detectives. 


ABDUCTED BY HIS’ FATHER. 


TRACED BY THE SHIPMENT OF 
THE FAMILY FURNITURE. 


Ten-Year-Old Youngster Will Be Re- 
turned to His Aunt, Who Le- 
gally Adopted Him When 
His Mother Died. 


Eddie Cooper, Who was abducted seven 
weeks ago from Indianapolis, will be re- 
stored to his foster parents. After a pur- 
Suit of the abduetors over several] States, 
they were arrested Friday morning at the 
office of the St. Louis Transfer Co., at 
Broadway and Spruce st. 

Eddie. Cooper is 10 years old. Several years 
ago his mother died. The boy was formally 


adopted by Mrs, Ellen Miller, sister of 


Mrs. Cooper. Two months ago Hiram Coop- 
er, the boy's father, remarried. He wanted 
to regain possession of his child: Mrs. Mil- 
ler would not give him up. 

Cooper awaited an opportunity and meet- 
ing the boy on the street abducted him. 
Mrs. Miller had beqyme gré@atly attached to 
the boy. She made strenuous efforts to re- 
gain possession of him. A man named A. 
Boicaurt, who refuses to tell what interest 
he has in the case, traced the father from 
Indianapolis to Toledo, O., from there to 
Cincinnati, and from there to Cleveland. 

(‘ooper was accompanied by his new wife. 
The couple shipped their furniture from 
Cleveland to St. Leuis two week®’ago in 
the name of H. WL. Carlyle: Boicaurt 
tracked the couple and the boy to Fast-St. 
Louis. They came over to St. Louis and 
trace of them was -bst. 

Boicaurt asked the assistance of the po- 
lice. The St. Louis Transfer Co. was in- 
structed to notify the police when the fur- 
niture was called for. Friday morn_ng the 
couple called at the office of the transfer 
company. <A telephone méssage brought 
Detective Lally and Sergt. Johnson, who 
arrested the pair.

PEKIN, March 3—The demand of the 
Italian Government upon the Government 
of China for a lease of San Mun Bay as a 
coaling station and naval base, on the same 
Conditions as those under which Germany 
holds Kiao Chou Bay,including a demand 
upon the part of Italy for the concess.on cf 
three islands off the coast province of Chee 
Kiang with the right to construct a rail- 
road from San Mun Bay to Po Yang Lake 
and preferential mining and railroad rights 
within a sphere of influence covering the 
southern two-thirds of Chee Kiang pro- 
Vince, has caused great excitement here. 
not only among the Chinese, but also among 
the diplomats. The Chinese are firmly 
convinced that Great Britain is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the Italian demand and that 
it was made in order to emphasize Great 
Britain's displeasure at the turn which the 
Northern Ratlroad queetion has taken. 
They declare in proof of this assertion 
that Great Britain has determined upon a 
sphere of action and the abandonment of 
the “open door’’ policy. The diplomats open- 
ly say that the new development is the be- 
ginning of a policy of partition upon the 
part of the powers. The representative of 
a great power, in the course of conversa- 
tion, is said to have suggested that the mo- 
ment has now arrived for international con- 
trol of China, and that if the policy of the 
“spheres of influence’’ is really inaugurated, 
the United States ts expected to have a say 
in the matter, and it is urther said that 
there are indications that Ameriea is likely 
to prefer the province of Chili.

Statue of the Famous Temperance Ad- 
vocate to Be Placed in the 
National Capitol.

COMPROMISE ON THE CANAL. 


Committees Agree Upon an Appropria- 
ticn for Surveys of All the 
Nicaraguan Routes. 
WUSHINGTON, March 3.—The conferees 
on the River and Harbor bill have reached 
an agreement. The Nicaragua Canal par- 
agraph has been greatly modified, and will 


appropriate a million dollars for an examin- 
ation of all routes under direction of the 
President. 

The report of the commission making the 
examination will be made to Congress and 
no provision is made for beginning work. 

The agreement upon the New York Har- 
bor bill providing that the Secretary may 
enter info a contract for the 40-foot chéin- 
nel, if the work can be done for $4,000,000, 
if not the Government is to enter upon the 
work and expend that amount in securtng 
the 40 feet. Many of the large items were 
compromised. The appropriation for the 
Southwest pass of the Mississippi is esti- 
mated at $00,000; channel! to Houston, Tex., 
reduced to $300,000; for the Hudson River 
at New York, reduced to $600 000; for the 
Delaware ‘River in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, to $00,000; for St. John’s River, 
Florida, to $250,000 for the present year, 
and a continuing contract authorizéd. 

Two items from Oregon, which are in dis- 
pute and upon which there was a seeming 
split last night, have been compromised. 
The Yaquina Bay item has been modified 
so as to have the project examined by a 
board of engineers. T House yields on 
the boat railway provision so far as not to 
repeal the law for the project, but strikes 
out the appropriation made by the Senate. 

Senator Frye made the following state- 
ment as to the result of the conference: 

‘In the matter of the Nicaragua Canal 
the conferees provided a substitute for the 
Senate amendment giving full authority to 
the President to investigate all Isthmian ca- 
nal routes, especially the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes. He is to have all the en- 
gineers and other employes he may need 
for this. purpose, and is allowed to appoint 
the engineers either from the army or civil 
life. He is then to report his conclusions 
to the next Congress. For this purpose we 
appropriate $1,000,000. 

‘The item concerning New York Harbor, 
Bhltimbre, Philadelphia, the Southwest 
Pass and the Mississippi River, Hudson 
River, and nearly all the important nation- 
a! projecte, as distinguished from those of 
a purely local character, were agreed to 
practically as inserted in the Senate. In 
the matter of the Miami project, which has 
attracted cons'‘derable attention, the House 
conferees refused to agree to the Senate 
provisions. 

“We were also compelled to modify the 
Senate provision concerning the proposed 
channel to Houston, Tex. In this matter 
we increased the immediate appropriation 
to the extent of $100,000 making it $300,000, 
which ts sufficient to insure twelve feet 
of water in the channel to the sea. 

‘The House conferees accepted our pro. 
vision appropriating $100,000 for the im- 
provement of Pearl Harbor, Hawaii.” 


SHREWD MOVE BY CULLOM. 


The Appointment of Charles Lynn a 
Blow to Tanner. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—The appoint- 
ment of Charles Lynn as insupector of the 
rural free delivery in Illinois was a signifi- 


cant political move on the part of Senator 
Cullom. Lynn was superintendent of build- 
ing associations in the State. Of late,-it is 
said, he has been talking in a not over- 
friendly manner about Gov. Tanner, and 
the Governor ordered his decapitation, Lynn 
resigned.

THE PROMOTION OF HOBSON. 


His Rapid Jumps Up the Line Is Some- 
thing Unprecedented in the 
Naval Annals. 


WAGHINGTON, March 3.—Admiral Dewey 
will rank Gen. Otis and when the army and 
navy combine operations in the Philippines 
his orders as the ranking officer will have 
to be obeyed. It is not believed, however, 
that there is any danger of friction between 
Admiral Dewey and Gen. Otis, as the for- 
mer thoroughly understands the rights of 
the military and will undoubtedly, when the 
two services act together, fully consult the 
military commanders as to the course to be 
pursued. It has been determined at the 
department to leave to Admiral Dewey the 


selection of the kind of uniform which he 
desires to wear. Admirais Porter and 
Farragut were given this privilege, but 
neither had much opportunity for wearing 
them.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, March 3.—‘The 
I’nited States takes to colonization like 
mother’s milk.” asserted Cecil Rhodes, tle 


| imperialist of South Africa, in an interview 


granted on a steamer which has just 
reached here, bringing him to Egypt to per- 
fect plans for the Cape to Cairo railroad. 

“It is the duty of civilized nations to take 
charge of the barbarians and give them a 
white man’s government,” he continued. 
“The United States is one of the great, 
powers and can not escape this duty.” 

He did not believe that the United States 
would ever withdraw its authority from 
Cuba. America’s action In compensating 


| Spain for the Philippines surprised him.

“Il would have bundled the Spaniards out 
and made them pay a war indemnity,’ was 


his comment, 
He declared that the United States could

cause it was their duty to give them good 
government. Americans might grumble for 
a time over the expense, but that would be 
‘‘a mere flea bite’ to a nation go rich. Why 
not abandon some of the expenses of the 
pension list, which seemed so unreasonably 
jarge, if economy was necessary? Even if 
a large navy must be built, the United 
States could well afford one. So far as the 
fear of provoking foreign entanglements 
and wars went, while England and the 
United States stood together and main- 
tained the present understanding, which 
was practically an alliance, no combination 
of powers dare menace them. To govern 
colonies the United States must organize a 
staff of colonial officials, Dut they would 
do that as easily as they would organize a 
To the suggestion of the anti-imperialists 
that the Philippines would be the beginning 
of colonisation, he said: 

“There are no more islands of the sea to 
be acquired. The ultimate work of the 
United States will be to govern South 
America. You will probably begin with 
Mexico, acquire the Central American 
States, then those on the continent of 
South America, until you hold all the coun- 
try to the south. These States have in- 
competent governments and it will be your 
duty to give them the white man’s govern- 
ment. A nation cannot depend upon one 
man .and when D!az is dead Mexico may be 
ruled no better than before his time. 

Asked if Canada would logically be_ in- 
cluded in this expansion, he said that Can- 
ada had a good government, and, there- 
fore, there was no need for change. 

Summarizing America’s policy, he sald: 

“You people of the United States cannot 
always remain within yourselves. You must 
get out into the world and take up your 
share of the world’s burdens.

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INCULCATING THE RULE OF KINDNESS. 


In the sevenieenth annual report of the Humane Society 
will be found a record of effective work in the prevention of 
cruelty to children and dumb animals. 

Cases of cruclity involving 279 children were investigated 
and remedies were applied when necessary. Homes were pro- 
vided for 67 unfortunate little ones. Attention was given to 2289 
cases of cruelty to animals with good results. 

One of the best features of the society's work is the erection 
of drinking fountains in different parts of the city. In all 29 
fountains have been erected and are of great service in re- 
lieving the thirst of horses which would etherwise suffer. 

But while the Society accompNMshes excellent results in reme- 
dying specific cases of cruelty to both human beings and 
brutes, it is doing a larger work of education, the value of 
which cannot be overestimated. It is inculcating in the com- 
munity the rule of kindness and the protection of the help- 
less. Although there is little personal solicitation, the work 
requires funds, and those who sympathize with its aims 
should lend a helping hand.

He Followed His Father’s and 
Brother’s Example. 


MISSOURI PACIFIC PAYMASTER. 


FOUND HANGING FROM A BEAM 
IN A CELLAR. 


‘Was Liked by Thousands Who Knew 
Him, and the Hereditary The- 
ory Is the Only One That 

Can Be Advanced. 


John W. King, who was a paymaster 
for the Missouri Pacific road, hanged him- 
\ eslf Thursday afternoon in the basement 
‘of the house in which he toarded, at 3645 
Botanical av. Ill health and despondency 
are the only causes to which those who 
knew him best can ascribe the suicide. 

Mr. King hanged himself about 10 o’clock 
‘an the morning. Mrs. Emilie Stevens, with 
whom he boarded, was the first person to 
discover King’s body. She did not go to 
the basement until late in the afternoon, 


having been absent from the house all 
day. She had left Mr. King early in the 
morning, at which time he told her he was 
not going to his office, as he did not feel 
well. While his landlady was gone, Mr. 
King went to the basement, and procuring 
her clothes line, hanged himself to a rafter. 

Mr. King had been in ill health several 
ears. He was about §& years old, Little 
s known of his family connections, beyond 
the fact that a brother, who ts employed 
by the Mobile & Ohio road, is stationed at 

oblile, Ala. 

The suicide was popular among his asso- 
clates of the Missouri Pacific. General 
Manager Doddritdge says there was no fric- 
tion between the company and Mr. King, 
and that he can assign no cause for the 

aymaster's taking of his own life except 
hat he was despondent over his bad 
health. 
A policeman who cut down the body from 
its hanging place had it «ent to the Mor- 
gue, whence it was removed to an under- 
taking establishment. 

Although*he left ‘no letters indicating 
that he had simply tired of life, there is 
no doubt that 'Mr. King committed suicide 
through despondency, which seemed to 
have been an hereditary trait. Mr. King’s 
father, who was a well known eculptor in 
Boston half a century ago, committed sui- 
cide, and so did his brother, Robert. The 
brother was also a railroad man, and coin- 
cidentally was in the treasurer's depart- 
ment of the road. Hea shot himself while 
in Denver, Colo., four years ago. Robert 
Kine’s wife was the widow of ex-Mayor 
Barret of St. Louls, but she had been 6ep- 
arated from him before his death. 

The body of John W. King is still at 
Jwnch’s undertaking place on Locust st., 
where it was removed from the morgue, It 
ia boing held for instructions from Warren 
King, the brother, who lives in Mobile. No 
word had been received.from the dead 
man's relatives up to Friday afternoon. 
They were notified Thursday night by Mis- 
ecourl Pacific officials who took charge of 
the body and secured ‘by special permit its 
removal from the morgue. 

Mr. King had been in the service of the 
MMissourt Pacific road for 21 years. He 
operated between St. Louls and Kansas 
City and was known and l.ked by the em- 

loyes all over the Missouri Pacific sys- 
6m. One of them said, in lamenting his 
self-inflicted death: “He made men like 

m. He was always genial and in high 
spirits. There wae not one of us who drew 
pay from ‘him toward whom iMr. King’s 
manner was hearty and seemed to say: ‘I 
am sorry your envelope doesn't contain 
more money, for you deserve it.’ Sach a 
oo is bound to be popular among his fel- 

ows. 

The Coroner held an inquest Friday fore- 
moon. Only two witnesses were examined. 
Their testimony was not material beyond 
Sewing that Mr. King was a man of - 
eullar habits and not given to discussing 
his personal affairs with anyone. 

Mrs. Stevens was not present at the in- 
quest. She is a pleasant elderly lady, whose 
husband had been a close friend of Mr. 
King. Mr. Stevens died several years ago. 
Since then ‘Mr. Kjng had boarded with the 
widow. 

Mrs. Stevens, who appears to be greatly 
distressed over the tragedy, said Friday 
forenoon that she could not ascritbe any 
motive for the suicide. ‘Mr. King, she sa‘d. 
hae td vee any indication to her of

GRAND OPERA 


Theaudience at Music Hall Thursday night 
indicated, in quantity and quality, that St. 
Louis has a greater appreciation of classi- 


cal music than Is generally ‘believed. It was 
made up for the most part of people who 
are willing to pay a reasonable price to see 
a high class production of opera. The bal- 
cony was crowded until there was very lit- 
tle standing room left. The parquet circle 
had hardly a dozen vacant seats. In the 
boxes and parquet where seats are the 
most expensive there was much unoccupied 
space. It was an audience of music lovers; 
people who were there to hear good singers 
and see an opera practically new in St. 
Louis, and who didn’t care whether the oc- 
cupants of the boxes wore diamonds or not. 
lt was an earnest, appreciative gathering 
as interesting in its way as the opera, 

“The Queen of Sheba,’ by Gounod, had 
not been presented in St. Louis since about 
12 years ago, when the ‘American Opera or- 
ganization sang it in ‘Music ‘Hall. It is es- 
sentially a spectacular opera and can be 
effectively produced only on a large stage 
and ‘by a company of magnificent propor- 
tions. The music is striking, but of a 
clase that only the educated ear can appre- 
ciate in its fullest beauty. There are no 
passages in it calculated to appeal to the 
mase6es such as are to be found in the au- 
thor’s “‘Faust,’’ but the dullest ear cannot 
but be pleased ®y, though it may not thor- 
oughly understand, the melodious passion 
of the theme. 

It is presented in four acts and eight 
tableaux. The motif is the love of Queen 
Balkis, who is to wed Soliman, King of Je- 
rusalem, for Adoniram, the greatest sculp- 
tor of the age, who is befriended by the 
Genii of (Fire. The series of striking tab- 
leaux reveal how Adoniram and the Queen 
meet and how she honors him; how he ié 
betrayed by his workmen, and the statue 
of bronze he is molding is spoiled by their 
treachery, then made whole by the friendly 
Genii; how Balkis confesses her love for 
the sculptor; how enemies of Andoniram 
stab him; how he dies in the Queen's arms, 
and how the Genii of Fire reincarnate him 
and place him on the right side of their 
<ing. 

Few such productions as that given by M. 
Charley's (French company were ever seen 
on a St. Louis stage. It was announced 
that there would be 300 persons on the 
stage at one time; there seemed to be a 
thousand. There were dancing girls and 
guards and pages and singers and water 
carriers and men laden with treasure and 
all the other sorts and conditions of men 
and women one might expect to see about 
the palace of:an Oriental] potentate of the 
long, long ago. The fire scene in the second 
act was intensely realistic. 

Mme. Fierens carried the role of Balkis. 
Her magnificent voice was in perfect condi- 
tion. She sang true and clear, and there 
was a volume to her high notes that was 
really astonishing. Mme, Fierens is a wo- 
man of heroic proportions, and she need be, 
for such a voice could come only from a 
chest of superb depth. Mme. Pouget, who 
had the small role of Benoni, a page, has a 
lighter voice than Mme. Fierens, but it is 
— sweet and clear, and her work was 
one of the most enjoyable features of the 
performance. In addition to a delightfuily 
pure and limpid voice, Mme. Pouget has 
marked personal beauty, which was shown 
to advantage by her costumé. M. Gauthier 
sang and acted the part of Adoniram with 
intelligence and feeling. He has not the fire 
and force of M. Gibert, the other great 
tenor of the company, but his voice is no- 
ble and his method correct. M. Bouxman’s 
Soliman was excellently sung and acted. 

The audience liked the performance so 
well that even M. d’Alessandri. the ballet 
master. was forced to appear on the stage 
and acknowledge the compliments paid his 
large and well-drilled corps of dancers.

Meanwhile the Alleged Poisoner of 
Two Persons Eats and Sleeps Well 
in the Tombs, Apparently Free 
From All Care.

NEW YORK, March 3.—When the trial 
of the poison case opens with Roland B. 
Molineaux at the ban there will begin a 
battle of experts. The strongest proof so 
far as known against the alleged poisoner 
ofMrse. Adams and Henry <. Barnetis that 
of the seven handwriting experts who swore 
he wrote the address on the poison pack- 
are, 

But there are other experts who just as 
positively declare that it is not in Mo- 
lineaux's hand. Among these is David N. 
Carvalho, 

The lawyers for the prisoner will ask, as 
they do now, the question, “Why was not 
Molineaux arrested when the experts 
reached their agreement?’ They also will 
point to the circumstance that the experts 


did not swear to their opinions on the Mo- 
lineaux handwriting until after Heckman, 
the owner of the private letter boxes, had 
identified Molineaux, as significant. 

It will be shown by the defense that sev- 
eral weeks ago Heckman went to Newark 
am fatiedto identfy Molineaux ae his let- 
ter box customer, and that a week or two 
later Molineaux posed for the letter box man 
in the ‘Sinclair House, New York City, for 
20 eeten, affer which Heckman gaid pub- 

cly: 

“No; he is not the man.” 

Mr. Carvalho said to a reporter that he 
and Mr. Kinsley were both of the same 
opinion—that Molineaux did not write the 
ison package superscription—untjl last 
Vednesday. 

‘**More om seven weeks ago,” sald Mr. 
Carvatho, ‘““Molineaux wrote for me and for 
Mr. Kinsley. He wrote at my dictation at 
‘least twenty specimens, many of them con- 
‘taining the words in the poison package 
address. Wven before this we were in pos- 
session of forty or fifty papers written in 
Mr. (Molineaux’s natural hand, in which 
there could be no attempt at disgulse. 

“Il said then that Molineaux did not ad- 
dress the poison package to Harry Cornish, 
and Kinsley agreed with me. It did not 
take me minutes, however, to find that 
the ‘H,. Cornish’ and the ‘H. C. Barnet’ let- 
ters and the polson package address were 
written by the same hand. 

“Taking it that the charge against Moll- 

eaux is based upon a simple handwriting 

position, the case against him is the 
weakest that could poasibly be made. There 
are stro r points in the writing of other 
persons whose names have been mentioned 
in connection with the case than was 
brought out against Molineaux by the seven 
experta. 

“If this case ever comes to trial ft willl be 
a battle of experts. It will be the Dreyfus 
case over again. Dreyfus was sent to Dev- 
ii's Isiand on the testimony of handwriting 
experts. After being there three years he 
is now known to be innocent,

The Management in Bad Odor With 
Many Legislators. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEPFDRSON CIFY, Mo., March 3.—

ment of the State University. Senator 


Farris’ resolution, mentioned in these dis- 
Ope yesterday, and his explanation of 
ts purpose, cannot be misconstrued. The 
ceeeet management of the a A ds, 
or some reaspn, in bad odor with a large 
number of n®mbers of both Senate and 
House. 

The cause for this feeling is made appar- 
ent the remarks of a member of the 
Legislative Visiting Commi{tee to your cor- 
respondent. He preferred that his name be 
not used. 

“The Visiting Committee,"’ he said, ‘‘was 
not at all satisfied with the condition of the 
University and the way it is ng con- 
ducted, Our report mildly expressed some 
ofour opinions. The trouble with the pres- 
ent management is that it does not use ju- 
dictousty the resources at [ts command, and 
instead of endeavoring to make the money 
it has go as far as possible tn the right 
Mrection, it is scattered about in such a 
manner as to constamtly give excuse for 
asking additional appropriations to com- 
plete work only commenced. I can best 
illustrate this by cne example: Two years 
ago the university asked and received $%3.,- 
(0 for the erection of a clubhouse for stu- 
dents. The understand:ng at that time was 
that that sum would bu'ld the clubhouse 
required complete. We thoueht such was 
the case. In the first place, a Senator, 
Hohenschild, secured the contract for the 
architectural work, and his remuneration 
out of the $33,000 was $1630. It would hay 
been better taste for the BSenator to have 
stayed out of the competition for the archi- 
tectural work. When we visited Columbla 
we were surprised to find that the new 
clubbouse Was bu-lt on a line with the old 
one. in the same old damp hollow which 
was 80 much of an objection to the old 
building. We found that the $83,000. or, 
rather, what was left of it afier the Sena- 
tor got his share, had been spent in build- 
ing a d‘ning room. There were a few bed- 
rooms, but not nearly enough. The build- 
ing is of brick and the woodwork inside is 
filimsy and cheap. 1 could tear out the 
Sstair-rails with my hands. We inquired 
what the University proposed to do to 
finally get the clubhouse which we had un- 
derstood was to be built with the $33.000. 
We were calmly told that the Legislature 
would be asked to appropriate more money 
to bu'ld wings, provision for which had 
been made. 

“We found that $2000 had been spent in 
two years for keeping the grass on the 
campus mown. I| would take the contract 
for $00 and make a falr profit. Educa- 
tionally the University is in a bad fix. In- 
stead of spending the money tn bringing a 
few departments up to a high standard of 
excellence, the Boards of Curators have 
scattered out and covered the entire field 
of education, and the resuk is that none 
of its departments command attention. 

“It is not proper for Missouri's Univeralty 
to be regarded or disregarded. as it is by 
Miseourl people. It oat be one of the 
leading Institutions of the country.

Significant Statement Made Before the 
Clerical Force Committee. 
Geecia! to the Post-T'tepatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 3.—M. J. 
Jenkine, member of the House from Jas- 
per County, who is both a farmer and a 
preacher, has made statements to the com- 


mittee appointed to adjust the clerical 
force tangie, which indicate that the In- 
fluence of Col. Willlam H. Phelps with 
certain heads of departments in the House 
is greater than that of a member. 

Jenkins is asking the committee to rein- 
state G. W. Lewis of Joplin County, who 
was diemissed immediately after the Del- 
zell reduction resolution was adopted. The 
committee donsulted the record and found 
that Jenkins had endorsed three men for 
clerkships. They were Lewis, who served 
on the force of Chief Clerk Newman 
Frank Lamb, on the engrossing force and 
Fr. W. Reed on the enrolling force. The 
engrossing force is under the charge of 
Joseph Toll and Robert W. Morrow has 
charge of the enrolling force. The record 
also showed that in technical compliance 
with the Delzell resolution two of Mr. Jen- 
kins clerks had been left in positions. They 
were Reed and Lamb. 

When Mr. Jenkins was confronted with 
these facts, he told the committee it was 
true he had stood eponser for the three, 
but that he was not at all concerned about 
Lamb and Reed. He said Lewis was his 
personal friend and the only one of the 
three whose appointment he had taken the 
trouble to request.

When he 
read it he was perfectly satisfied. A Sena- 
tor was heard to remark, ‘“That substitute 
won't interfere with Schweickardat.’ 

When the substitute was read it was 
found that it prohibited only “disreputable 
winerooms, leaving it to the authorities to 
determine which are disreputable. Senator 
Davisson eaw that the intention of the sub- 
stitute was to render h‘s proposed law in- 
effective, and had the matter laid over ‘n- 
formally. 

This is probably the last that will be 
heard of wineroom legislation this season. 

Later Davisson and Schweickardt had a 
tilt over a bill by the former to compel 
saloons to close at midnight, and remain 
closed until 6 o'clock itn the morning. 
Sch weickardt eppened it, and Davisson, 
who is a Prohfbitionist as well as a Repub- 
lican,. assailed him and his business bitter- 
ly. He talked like a temperance lecturer, 
to the amusement of the other Senators. 
This b‘ll was killed. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME IN NEED. 


Members of the Legislature Visit the 
Institution in Quincy. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Ill, March. 3.—A subcommittee 
of the Appropriation Committee of the Low- 
er House of the Iilinots Legislature came to 
Quincy from Springfield on the Wabash 
vesterday morning and left at 1:30 yester- 
dav afternoon for Watertown to inspect the 
Insane Asylum there. The committee came 
to Quincy to inspect the Soldiers’ Home. 
The committee was composed of the follow- 
ing legislators: James A. Berrymag, Chair 

-S B. Gaever, J. S. Varley, John Lew- 
s CC. A. Purdunn. Mr. Abbott, a member of 

House. accompanied the committee in 
an unofficial capacity. 

The committee went through the head- 
quarters, some of the cottages, the cook- 
house. and extended their investigation to 
the farm and its industries. It was point- 
ed out that a new cow barn, toe cost $1500 
was badly needed. 

There 1s at present no acequate fire pro- 
tection at the home, and the Superintendent 
recommended that each cottage sheul@ be 
provided with a standpipe and hase on 
each floor. 

At the hospital attention was called to 
the fact that the room and facilities are not 
sufficient for the demand and the home 
asks for a $14,000 addition for this bulld- 
ing. Four more cottages are asked for to 
make room for 400 more inmates. There 
are at present only 1600 soldiers at the in- 
stitution, and the management would like 
to see the number brought up to 300. With 
that number Capt. Sommervilile thinks the 
State would be able to make money out of 
the $100 per capita allowed by the general 
Government. 

Total footings show that the institution 
will need $426,000 for the next two years. 
Capt. Sommerville told the committee thay 
it cost $104.75 per capita last year to sup- 
port the home.

HONOR BELONGS TO ITALIANS. 


The Serum Said to Be as Valuable in 
Pneumonia as Anti-Toxin in 
Diphtheria. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, March 38-—A_ cablegram 
from Berlin yesterday announced that Prof, 
Wassermann, a pupil of Prof. Koch, had 
discovered “a new sérum for the cure of 
pneumonia.’ He obtained the serum by in- 
noculating rabbits with the baccillus which 
the most advanced scientists have identi- 
fied as causing pneumonia, and as peculiar 
to it. ‘ 

“Rudyard Kipling’s illness, which has 
caused his American and English admirers 
so much anxiety, has directed attention to 
pneumonia, its causes, progress and ftfeat- 
ment. So that Wassermann’s discovery 1s 
the more interesting to laymen at the mo- 
ment. But Wassermann was not the first 
to find a serum with which to treat pneu- 
monia. That honer was won last year by 
two Italians, Prof. Derenzi and Prof. Pane 
of the Medical Clinic of the University ol 
Naples. Those who have employed this 
serum in the treatment of pneumonia de- 
clare it is as valuable as vaccination or 
anti-toxine in diphtheria. 

Dr. Antonio Fanoni of this city was a 
student of Derenzi's. A Post-Dispatch rep- 
resentative called on Dr. Fanonti, and the 
physician recited some important facts. 

“Derenzi and Pane obtained their serum 
from the blood of a donkey which they had 
innoculated with the bacillus of pneumo- 
nia.”’ said Dr. Fanoni. ‘“‘The serum 1s the 
most wonderful discovery of the past year. 
In treating pneumonia 10 cubic centimeters 
is injected hypodermically twice a day. No 
other treatment is necessary, nor should be 
used, save that plenty of fresh air snould 
be permitted to enter the sick room, and the 
patient should receive milk, broth 
volks of eggs as nourishment. 

" "Phe medical profession of all Europe fs 
interested in this serum. De- 
rengi and Pane think it acts as an anti- 
toxic: Klemperer, Emmerik, Maragiiano, 
all distinguished men, claim it ls an anti- 
acteric. 

: Ror a while the physicians of the Acad- 
emy of Naples controlled the use of it 
and succesgstully treated S32 cases ot preu- 
monia. Its use then spread to other Ital- 
fan and foreign clinics and wonderfully 
successful results were reported in the med- 
ical reviews. 

‘As I had notice of the new method I im- 
ported from Naples a smali quantity of the 
serum. On May 2, 1898, | wrote an article 
describing the successful results of its use 
on a patient with a grave form of pneu- 
monia. Since then I have treated success- 
fully five patients in my private practice, 
the only five on which | have used the se-

AND COMMITS SUICIDE. 


SHE HAS LOST HER REASON. 


Tragedy Follows an Entertainment in 
a Town Schoolhouse and the 
Belle’s Choice of 
Escort. 


ENDICOTT, Neb., March 3.—For love of a 
girl, Burt Grandy Wednesday night shot 
and killed his life-long friend, Clyde Cole, 
in her presence and then fled to the timber, 
and, being surrounded by pursuers with 

loodhounds, killed himself. The young wo- 
man has lost her reason and may never be 
restored to sanity. 

For a year the two young men, who were 
formerly chums, have been paying atten- 
tion to pretty Gertie Rickey, the belle of 
the village. Wednesday night at the Endli- 
cott Publie School a church entertainment 
was held. All three participated, and the 
two young men hurried from the temporary 
stage to a door to beg the privilege of es- 
corting Miss Rickey home. 

Both spoke at once, but the girl accepted 
Cole. At the gate of the girl's home they 
again met Grandy. The disappointed lover 
demanded of the girl whom she loved best. 
She declared Cole her choice and instantly 
Grandy drew a revolver. The girl sprang 
between the men, but Grandy wrenched 
himself loose and, pushing the weapon 
under the girl's arm, fired at Cole. He 
dropped dead. 

Then the murderer fled. All day he was 
pursued. Finally his body was found in a 
pasture six miles from Endicott. A_ bullet 
hole in his skull told the story. He had 
taken his life with the revolver with which 
he had siain his friend. 


MAY HAVE BEEN FOUL MURDER. 


New Theory of a Crime at First 
Charged Against One of the Victims. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., March 3.—There is
